“CONCRETE NOVELTY IN DUBLIN HOUSE BUILDING. 
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The above photograp. illustrates portion of 
a scheme of 28 houses now in course of erec- 
tion on St. Moibhi road, Glasnevin. The ma- 
terials used are largely of local manufacture, 
being breeze blocks in hollow wall construc- 
tion, made on the site, and Dolphin’s Barn 
stock pricks. The facing bricks are multi- 
coloured concrete bricks made in Dublin. 
The work above the plinth is rendered with 
Blue Circle cement and sand, and finished 
with Snowcrete or Colourcrete to give a con- 
siderable variety of texture and colourings 

The plastering: is of particular interest in 
that it is the first attempt in Dublin to make 
use on a large scale of the new finishes and 
materials that recent British research has de- 
veloped, and great assistance has been ren- 
dered by the advisory architect (Mr. J. G. 
Wilson), of the British Portland Cement 
Manufacturing Association, in consultation 
with the builder and the general architect.

HUNDRED vyears ago there lived 

near the town. of Skibbereen. a 
remarkable man named William Thomp- 
son, whose daring theoriés and peculiar 
habits—to say nothing of his harmless 
eccentricities—gainéd him great notoriety 
mm this district. The country people 
eons ored him to. be half magician, half 
lunatic, and*even to this day stories are 
fold in. West Cork about. the strante will 
aud queer ways of “ Philosopher”’ 
Thompson. 

William Thompson. the son of a Cork 
merchant, was born about the year 1785. 
‘When quite a young man he happened to 
be present at a lecture delivered in Cork 
hy a gentleman who descanted on the 
blessines which accrue to humanity from 
the inequality of wealth! “Thompson 
expressed his disagreement with the 
Jecturer’s views. and it was this incident 
that caused him to devote himself to the 
study of political economy and social | 
acrence. In later vears he hecame a 
disciple of the famous Jeremy Bentham. 
who wrote io him in 1819. inviting 

~ Thompson to stay with him: and Thomp- 
son resided with Bentham for soine years. 
it was here that he met John Stuart 
Mill, who refers to him in his “ Auto- 
bi®graphy’’ as “a very estimable man.” 
He spent some time in France before the 
Revolution of 1830, and there he became 
mrbued “with the principles of the St: 
' Sumonians. 


A CO-OPERATIVE COMMUNITY. 


About 1815 he bought a small estate 
between Skibbereen and Rosscarbery ; for. 
in the year 1827. he tells us that for about 
twelve years he had been “ living on 
what is called rent, the produce of the 
jabour of others.’’ It was here that he 
proposed to put into practice the 
principles laid down in his writings, In 
September, 1831, he announced the forma- 
tion of a co-operative community to 
consist of 2,000 individuals. possessing 
£6,000 capital. The Rahaline community 
scheme in County Clare, which was subs 
sequently lost in the dice-box, had been 
in successful operation for some time. The i 
West Cork community was to he estab- 
lished on the principles of mutual co- 
Operation. united possessions and equality 
of exertions and the means of enjoyment. 
By Every person was to have an interest and 
“we ahgs e in the venera! property of the 

com@imnity, while he contributed by his 
personal exertions to the welfare of all, 
exchanging, when he wished, the products 
oí his own industry for articles belonging 
to other members. Thompson had laid 
the foundations for buildings to house the 
commumity, but death eut short his 
speculations. lle died of inflammation 
of the lungs on March 28th, 1833. 

As a disciple of Bentham, Thompson 
followed his example ond willed that his 
body should be dissected and the skeleton 
mounted for scientific purposes. This was 
done. A French phrenologist, named 
Baume, came from London and 
claimed the cranium in order to lecture 
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As Others’ See Us.

When alive, Thompson delaved too long 
in making his great experiment, and, 
whep dead, the law frustrated his inten- 
: The philosopher bequeathed his 
estate to found a Socialist community, but 
his testamentary dispositions were 
challenged. The rules laid down by him 
for the conduct of the communitv were 
held to be ' immoral,’’ and the will was 
upset. w | 

Political economists of the early nine- 
feenfh century held, as Mr. Senior puts 
it, that “it is not with happiness; but 
with wealth, that IT am concerned 
political economist.’’ On the contrary, 
Thompson's idea was to inquire into the 
principles of wealth most conducive to | 
happiness: He expounds this theory in 
his chief work, called ‘‘An Inquiry into 
the Principles of the Distribution of 
Wealth,” published in 1824, which fell 
still-born from the Press. It was repub- 
lished in 1850 and in 1869. 

Following on Bentham’s lines, his object 
was to applr to social science the ascer- 
tained truths of. political eeonomy. 
Thompson s theory was that the system of 
mutual co-operation is the only one yet 
proposed which admits, one of its, 
fundamental! bases, the equal improvement 
of the physical, vintellectual and social 
faculties of men and women. Neverthe- 
less. he is as cautious in his proposals 
for he is.searching in his 
criticism OT ¢ xistine social conditions, He 
strongly advocates communistic organisa- 
tion individual economy, and 
he regards competition as the root of ail 
evil. 


INFLUENCE ON KARL MARX. 

In every Socialist svstem, which carries 
out lovicaliv the right to the whole 
produce of labour, the allotted to 
the individual must be in proportion to 
the work performed b. him—at any rate, 
' as regards those capable of labour. In 
Thompson's view, however, distmbution 
must be according to needs, corresponding 
to rights of subsistence. All members of 
the socialistic communities are to be fed, 
clad and housed out of the general store, 
the children being educated in common, 
He tries to reconcile this contradiction by 
his proposal that, while in Socialist 
communities goods are to be equally dis- 
tributed, according to individual require- 
ments, on the other hand every member 
‘who can labour would be forced to 
perform the same amount of work, 
measured by the time devoted to it.” 

Owing to the completeness of his 
exposition—he was a solid. but far from 
lively. writer—and the wide influence of 
his works, he may be regarded as the 
founder of scientific Socialism, Socialist 
writers of a later day have drawn their 
opinions directly from his books, Kar! 
Warx is-noticeably influenced by Thomp- 
son, fnd the whole theory of “ surplus 
value ’’ which he enunciates is borrowed 
in all its essentials from Thompson’s 
writings. 
~ William Thompson was. as Professor 
Ingram styled him, ‘ a man of singularly 
pure, unselfish and. .public-spirited 
character, and an earnest student of. 

oral, social and political science.” His

A Manx Centenary. 


I understand that arrangements have 
been made for a big demonstration in 
Douglas, Isle of Man, on the 5th of May, 
when Manxmen will assemble to do. honour 
to the memory of their national poet, T. 
E. Brown (1830-1897), on the 100th anni- 
versary of his birth. Brown was born in 
Douglas and educated at Oxford, where he 
became a Fellow of Oriel. He was head- 
master of Clifton College from 1863 to 
1892, when he retired and spent the 
remainder of his life in his native island. 
He had more of poetic temperament than 
poetic expression, and his work is some- 
what rugged in form, though several of his 
lyrics are admirable and find a place in 
most anthologies. Brown’s poems were 
collected in one volume in 1900, and his 
Letters, published in the same year, are 
filled with native humour and a deep love 
of the natural beauties of his island. 


Viscount Uliswater. 


A notable April birthday is that of 
Viscount Ullswater, still best remembered 
as Mr. Speaker Lowther, who presided 
over the House of Commons from 1905 
till 1921—a period 
as critical, politi- 
cally and nationally, 
as any in the history 
of the Mother of 
Parliaments, Essen- 
tially a Parliament 
man, not only by in- 
clination, but by 
heredity—since his 
family has had an 
unbroken association 
with the House for 
over two centuries— 
he was born in 1855, 
and, after being 
called to the Bar, 
entered political life 
as M.P. for Rutland 
in 1883, became Deputy-Speaker in 1895, 
and ascended the Chair just ten years 
later. Endowed with acute powers of 
observation, a fine tact, an imperturbable 
temper, and an unfailing sense of humour, 
it was truly said of him that even in 
times of greatest stress he could rule the 
Commons with “ the twinkle of an eye.”

TOO REFLECTIVE, 

As regards the second prize winner, Dr. 
Bairstow said that the opening portion was 
rather tame, and she made rather purpose- 
less use of the pedal. The quieter passages 
were gracefully played, and accuracy was a 
stiong feature. She wanted a bigger sense 
of climax. Why put the pedal half-way 
down nearly all the time’ It shghtly 
clouded everything, even in the fugue. She 
was too reflective, and would not let them 
kuow what she really felt. Her playing was 
very accurate and pleasant in tone. In the 
second piece the playing was poetic and the 
pedalling was better. In the sight test many 
of the ornaments were left out. She did not 
grasp the prece—its style and rhythm.

WHERE IRELAND CAN 
HELP, 
——— 


Princess Radziwill addressed a public 
meeting under the auspices of the League 
of Nations Society in the Mansion House, 
Dublin, last night, her subject being “The 
League of Nations as an International 
Clearing-House. 

She was introduced by the Chairman, Mr. 
Thomas Bodkin, who said that she had won 
victories in peace, no less renowned than the 
victories won in war by her distinguished 
ancestors. The League served as a great 
clearing-house for the dissemination of 
intellectual opinion as the nucleus of an 
organisation of those social services that 
were going to ‘make, in the long run, this 
world liveable in without resource to war. 

THE LEAGUE’S FUTURE. 

Princess Radziwill, in the course of her 
address, gave a sketch of the history of the 
League. She thought it better, sho said, 
to look forward” to the future instead of 
looking at past history. The League of 
Nations at present was the answer to the 
threat of war on the part of nations. The 
League had now been im existence for ten 
years. Quite certainly and definitely, she 
said, the League was growing in force and 
in power, (Applause.) 

Speaking of the ' Geneva spirit,” the 
Princess said that it was a real thing. It 
was a spirit which Ireland could help forward 
in the way of the pacification of the world. 
That was why she was appealing to an Irish 
audience that night. Ireland had realised 
that it was obliged to conduct its foreign 
policy through the machinery of the League. 
In 1923, when the Irish Free State apaed 
for membership to the League. there was 
not a single State that said '“No.” When 
the Free State representative appeared before 
the Assembly he was received with general 
applause. 

TARIFF BARRIERS. 

Proceeding, the Princess said that the 
development of industry was not so simple 
and easy as it sounded and leoked. ‘Tariff 
barriers were a great danger to the peace ot 
the world. (Applause.) But the cause of 
arbitration had made great progress. They 
had forty States recognising that disputes 
had to be settled by law and not by force of 
arms. Ireland could play a decisive part in 
the work of the League, and Ireland's voice, 
as the voice of small nation, could do 
much good in heiping on the work of the 
League. (Applause.) 

THE VOTE OF THANKS. 
Senator Douglas. proposing a 
thanks to Princess Radziwill, said that she 
had conveyed to them something of the spirit 
it which the work of the Secretariat of the 

league of Nations was carried on. 

Miss Stafiord, who seconded the motien, 
said that the fact that Princess Radziwill 
had been sent by the League of Nations as 
a ambassador to this country was, perhaps, 
the best testimony that could be given to the 
position of women in the League.

IIS AIM AND OBJECT. 

Princess Radziwill gave a short address ves- 
terday afternoon to the members of the 
Women’s International League of Peace and 
Freedom at the United Arts Club, Upper 
Fitzwilliam street, Dublin. Her subject. was 
‘World Peace through International Under- 
standing,’ and she spoke of her work in the 
League of Nations Secretariat, what the 
league had already accomplished, and what 
it was hoped might be accomplished. 

The League, she said, had two kinds of 
enemies—those who say there are only two 
kinds of people, saints and sinners: those 
who belong to the League. and those who do 
not. But the people at Geneva were no. more 
saints than anywhere else in the world. They 
ure a body of practical people, who have ta 
face difficulties, and very often have to give 
in to a compromise; and no one who has got 
to give in to a compromise will ever be a 
saint. There are other enemies—those who 
say the League has done nothing: there is 
fighting going on still all over the world after 
the League has been in operation for ter 
years. Certainly fighting is still going on, 
because the nations of the world have not 
yet understood the spirit of the League and 
the spirit in which it is working. 

‘We realise,” the speaker said, “that 
another war is bound to bring about the 
downfall of civilisation. We can say to-day 
that the crisis that arose after the war has 
been overcome, but we know in Geneva that 
another war would not enable us to overcome 
such a crisis. Settlement of disputes without 
war needs kind of machinery.  Onr 
machinery m Geneva has for its whole aim 
and object, peace, 

Summarising what the League had already 
accomplished, Princess Radziwill pomted out 
that 34 new treaties were registered in 1929 
as compared with 15 in 1928. In December, 
1929, the total number of treaties for pacific 
settlement of disputes registered was 130.

Any 
person who denied or questioned or even 
doubted the sovereignty of that Parliament, 
who denied or questioned or even doubted 
its moral right to make and administer the 
laws Of this State, and to insist on the 
strict Observance of these laws, was uot, in 
his humble opinion, a suitable person to be 
entrusted with the control of the powers 
which were inherent in that Parliament. 


MB. DE VALERA’'S OWN WORDS. 

Appfying that test to the candidate whose 
name Was before them for nomination as 
head of the Government, were they in a 
he accepted without 
question or reservation the proposition laid 
If there was any doubt, they had 
Deputy de Valera’s words spoken in that 
House in March, 1929, when he said— 

“We are asked to state clearly what 
our attitude towards ‘this House is. 
have on more than one occasion said 
exactly what our attitude was. E still 
hold that our right to be regarded as the 
legitimate Government of this country 
is faulty, that. this House itself 1s 
fapity.”’ 

On that occasion Deputy de Valera had 
said that his party had come into the Dail 
because they were not able to get a majority 
of the people’s representatives to meet out- 
side that assembly. and again had said. re- 
ferring te a certain organisation, of which 
he and his party had been members up to 
1925, that those who continued on in that 
organisation could claim the continuity which 
Mr. de Valera’s party had claimed up to 
1925. Those significant statements had never 
been withdrawn, but had, in fact, been re- 
peated, in somewhat different form, by promi. 
nent followers of Deputy de Valera. 

“So long as these views are held by 
Deputy de Valera, ” said Mr. O'Connell. ‘‘ no 
vole of mine will be cast to enable him to 
become head of a Government chosen by 
this House, ”' 

THE PARTIES AND THE TREATY. 

There was a second consideration rejated 
to the first, and which many: Deputies would 
like to see placed in cold storage. ‘That was 
the Treaty. There should be no need to

reiterate the position of the Labour Party 
on that issue. The failure of the Labour 
Party to give unqualified support to the 
Cumann na nGaedheal Party in everything 
it did was taken by some Government De- 
puties as opposition to the Treaty. Accord- 
Ing to enlightened Deputies like Messrs. 
Heffernan, Seamas Burke, and Byrne, the 
Treaty was a “‘ baby” belonging to Cumann 
na nGaedheal, and unless one belonged to 
that party one had no right to nurse the 
“baby,” or to have any feeling towards it. 
but a desire to commit infanticide. 

“In regard to the Treaty.” said Depuiy 
O'Connell, ‘‘ we stand where we have always 
stood—-where we stood in 1922, when, despite 
the death notices which we all had «n oar 
pockets, we came in here in order to use to 
the fullest extent the powers which were 
given under the Treaty. We accept the 
Treaty, and we recognise the institutions set 
up under the Treaty. We accept it as the 
irreducible minimum, in the same spirit as 
Griffith aecepted it, regarding it as no more 
the final word than we do this the final gene- 
ration, and keeping in mind Parnell’s dictum. 
that ‘no man has a right to set bounds to 
the march of a nation.’ ”’ 

FIANNA FAIL’S “DIVERS TONGUES.” 

He hoped that he had made it perfectly 
clear where Labour stood, but he was afraid 
that, in 60 far as the attitude of Deputy de 
Valera and his party to the Treaty was con- 
cerned, he was in the same position as the 
vast majority of the people of the country 
were—he did not know exactly what that 
attitude was. 

On that question members of Fianna Fail 
spoke with ‘* divers tongues,’’ though he was 
willing to believe that Fianna Fail was now 
beginning to realise, after a lapse of eight 
years, that the attitude taken by Labour in 
1922 had much to recommend it. and that. de- 
spite aj] the talk to the contrary, that attitude 
was not inconsistent with the fostering of a 
national spirit and a national outlook. 

epuly Lemass s speeches would, of course, 
convey the contrary impression, and if one 
were to believe half of what came over the 
cables trom the American itinerary, foolish or 
timid people could not be blamed if they 
assumed that Deputy de Valera’s accession 
to power might involve ‘‘ immediate and 
terrible war.” 
_ He would assume, however, that Fianna 
Fail’s attitude was gradually tending towards 
Labour’s view. While Labour said in effect, 
however, ‘‘ Forget for the moment the limita- 
tions imposed by the Treaty; bend all your 
energies to the task of economic § develop- 
ment,’ Fianna Fail reversed that order. 
Fianna Fail made the Treaty issue the first 
ae in their programme, and not only that, 
ut they said in effect that they could not 
oven hope to make economic progress until 
that issie was got rid of, until partition had 
been removed, and full and complete indepen- 
dence had been obtained. 
WHAT MR. DE VALERA WOULD DO. 
He thought it was clear that if they were to 
accept the statements of the accredited 
leaders of Fianna Fail as being sincerely and 
honestly meant, they could have no doubt 
that if Deputy de Valera found himself as 
head of the Government he would consider it 
his first duty to remove the degrading obliga- 
tions of the Treaty, to get rid of partition, 
and to sever the last link between this country 
and Britain, 
Labour, on the other hand, thought that 
the first duty of any Government elected by 
that House was to tackle seriously and 
earnestly and determinedly the social and 
economic jils from which the country was 
suffering. In their opinion there was ample 
scope within the Treaty and the Constitution 
to enable them to institute every relorm 
necessary for the social betterment of their 
people, and there was no need to wait until 
the last British soldier left Berehayen leiore 
they began to make a serious attempt to use 
ine powers they now had to make the Jot of 
their people happier and brighter than i 
was under existing conditions. 
Labour were opposed to Cumann na 
nGaedheal] because they had not used to the 
fullest advantage the powers which the 
Treaty had given them. They were opposed 
to Fianna Fail. because they did not propose 
to use those powers until they had first got 
rid of poem and established complete 


independence. 
WHY ?

THE TREATY'S LIMITATIONS. 

If, and when, in the course of their de- 
velopment they found themselves hampered 
by any limitations in the existing Treaty, or 
tne Constitution set up under it, they could 
then face up to the task of how such 
limitations might be removed, but it was 
more than likely that by the time they 
reached that point, or long belore it, those 
barriers which now appeared to some to be 
so formidable would have either completely 
disappeared or would present little, if any, 
difticulty in their removal. 

In conclusion, he said that he thought 
it his duty, in* view of certain statements 
that had been made, to say very definitely 
and emphatically that there was no alliance 
and never had been an _ alliance be- 
tween the Labour Party and either 
of the big parties in the House. 
There were fundamental differences between 
the Labour Party and Fianna Fail, just as 


nGaedheal, and there could be no alliance 
between parties whose policies were funda- 
mentally different.

Fianna Fail could 
not forget that the Constitution was framed 
in akin, and imposed by threats on the 
Irish people. They could not accept that 
document as sacred with that knowledge. 
They would not be prepared to accept It as 
sacred until it had n freely revised and 
amended by. the elected representatives of 
the people. 

CONSTITUTION AMENDMENTS. 

They knew also that members of the 
Cumann na nGaedheal Party had no respect 
for it. They had never attempted to modify 
their activities because of its provisions, and 
whenever they found their actions and the 
provisions of the Constitution in conflict 
they amended the Constitution, Neither 
Cumann na nGaedheal nor Fianna Fail were 
prepared to regard that Constitution ap- 
parently as nothing but so much paper. It 
was only the Labour Party whose one desire 
was to be respectable in all things that gave 
any importance to it

some mysterious document; apparently fur- 
nished to him by some super-intelligent mem- 
ber of the Secret Service. As that document 
appeared to concern members of Fianna Fail 
he thought they should have an opportunity 
of perusing it.

MR. DE VALERA AND THE 
ORGANISATION. 


Mr. DESMOND FITZGERALD, Minister 
for Defence, said that the Dail proposed to 
elect a Prosident and a Government, in whom 
would reside the power to contro] the des- 
tinies of this country, and in whom would 
reside the power of life and death. The 
name put before them was that of Deputy 
de Valera. 

Let them consider what was the primary 
and fundamental principal of Government. 
It was to maintain social order, to protect 
the lives and property of its citizens, and 
uphold a condition of peace. It was from 
that: point of view that they should consider 
the candidature placed before the House. 

Deputy de Valera’s name was put before 
them, and did anyone there know what his 
policy was’? Somewhere about the 10th or 
the llth March, 1926, Mr. de Valera 
made a _ radical change in his policy. 
Up to that time he described him- 
self as “ President of the Trish Republic,”’ 
arrogating to himself and those with him 
the powers of life and death over the people 
of this country. On the 11th March. 1926, 
he resigned from the presidency of his 
organisation. 

GENESIS OF FIANNA FAIL. 

On the 12th April he announced g new 
organisation, and on the 16th of May, 1926, 
Fianna Fail was publicly introduced at a 
meeting in the La Scala Theatre, Dublin, and 
on the 24th November, 1926, the first Con- 
vention of Fianna Fail was held. When 
anyone in life was faced with a serious 
responsibility, that person had not the right 
to act blindly. 

NO RIGHT TO TRUST TO LUCK. 

** We here,” proceeded the Minister, ‘‘ are 
not merely citizens of this State, but are 
the elected and chosen representatives of the 
people, and in our hands to-day the destiny 
of our country is placed. Have we the mght 
to sav blindly that we will trust to luck? 
ls it not our duty to examine the past and 
to understand what is to be expected from 
the individual put before us, and his declared 
policy ?”’ 

Could it be said that a people was capable 
of seli-government if they elected a President 
and a Government which then itself would 
deny its own legitimacy and its own right to 
act’? Could they be said to exercise political 
judgment if they elected a Government and, 
by their own words and their own policy, 
deciared that if they executed a man for 
murder, they, themselves, would be guilty of 
murder, whereas if a man outside ‘‘executed ”’ 
another man—that was to say, committed 
ordinary murder—they would say that the 
man outside was justified ? | 

MR. DE VALERA'S PLEDGE. 

Mr. de Valera had merely surrendered the 
office he had held in an organisation outside, 
but had remained a member of that organisa. 
tion. Not only that, but on the 18th and 
19th of December, some six or nine months 
after that event, he even questioned the 
legitimacy ot his own resignation. Not 
merely did he net sever his association with 
that body, but on the 19th December, 1926, 
he, himself, proposed the ratification of 
the election of the President of that body. 
Awer the election of the new President Mr. 
de Valera said :—‘' There is only one thing, 
and that is, that if at any time anything is 
decided 1 will give an undertaking that [ will 
safeguard the Republican position as the 
leader of Fianna Fail.’’ As leader of Fianna 
Fail Deputy de Valera gave an 1 ndertaking 
to the body outside this body to safeguard 
what he called the Republican position. 

MURDER OF KEVIN O’HIGGINS. 

The Fianna Fail Party came into the Dail 
following the murder of the Minister for 
Justice, Mr. Kevin O'Higgins. On the 28th 
March, 1928, in the Dail he (Mr. Fitzgerald) 
took the occasion of a debate promoted by 
the Fianna Fail Party. in which they talked 
a lot about generous gestures and assurances. 
to ask for an assurance that if they had, or 
should at any time get, information that would 
he of assistance in bringing to justice the 
murderers of Mr. Kevin O'Higgins, they 
would make that information available 
What was their response to that’? Deputy 
Little, of the Fianna Fail Party, said that it 
was absurd to ask such a thing of them; that 
to give such an assurance would bring odium 
upon them. Deputy Cooney, Fianna Fail 
deputy for North Dublin City, said to so act 
was to become an informer.

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin, N.) said that 
Labour and Cumann na nGaedheal were 
opposed to Mr, de Valera, not because _— 
thought he Jacked ability for effective ad- 
ministration, but because of something he said 
eight years ago, when the acceptance of the 
Treaty was under consideration, They were, 
apparently, determined that the Treaty 
controversy must be continued, and that the 
spirit of the civil war should not be allowed 
to die. He was surprised that the Labour 
Party should be willing to co-operate with 
Cumann na nGaedheal in that policy. Surely 
there were many eg of great magnitude 


number of well-known Deputies on the far 
side of the House contributed to the pro- 
ceedings. 

Mr. LEMASS said that he had gathered 
from the extracts quoted that a pledge was 
given to this body by Mr. de Valera that he 
would do nothing to prejudice the Republi- 
can position, He had a distinct recollection 
of a similar pledge being given by members 
of the Government, not to a body which 
claimed to be a Government, but to a body 
which and admitted itself to be, a 
secret society. It was a very definite pledge 
given to an armed secret society that they

would do nothing to prejudice the Repub- 
lican position. 

IRISH REPUBLICAN BROTHERHOOD. 

Mr. MULCAHY (Minister for Local Go- 
vernment) asked for the name of the armed 
secret society. 

Mr. LEMASS—The I.R.B. 

Mr... MULCAHY—Does the deputy say 
ihat pledges were given to the I.R.B. to that 
efiect ? 

Mr. LEMASS—Yes. 

Mr. MULCAHY—If that were so I ought 
to know something about it. I absolutely 
deny that it was ever done. 

Mr. LEMASS said that the pledge was 
given verbally. The speech of the Minister 
for Defence was interesting in view of recent 
developments. He had told the House that 
they couid not seriously contemplate giving 
a vote to Mr. de Valera to secure his elec- 
tion as President because he would give the 
powers of Government to the gunmen out- 
side. Only a fortnight ago, in the official 
organ of Cumann na nGaedheal there ap- 
weared an article entitled, “The Army and 
Polities,’’ and it revealed a mentality in re- 
lation to the powers of the Army, of which 
members on the Fianna Fail side of the 
House were never guilty. Fianna Fail had 
never admitted that the armed forces in this 
country, or any armed force, could dictate to 
the Government what it should do. 

“1 was once Minister for Defence in a 
body which claimed to be a Government,”’ 
said Mr. Lemass. “but the armed forces 
under mv control were under control, and I 
never told them that they could dictate to 
that body what its policy should be. I do 
not think the individual on the front bench 
opposite, who also occupied a similar posi- 
lion at the same time, ever maintained that 
aititude in relation to the army under his 
control, but we find in the official organ of 
Cumann na nGaedheal a leading article 
within the last fortnight, which excites the 
Kree State National Army to mutiny, if a 
Government is elected by this House whose 
policy it disapproves of.” 

Mr. LEMASS quoted from the article as 
follows — 

“ Although the Army has no connec- 
tion with politics, and although it would 
not be right for the Army to render 
assistance to any political party, it might 
happen that the Army would be bound 
to subdue a political group for the wel- 
fare of the people in general. The mem- 
bers of the Government are servants of 
the people. If it were apparent that 
they were not obedient to the people, it 
would no longer be necessary that the 
Army should be obedient to them.” 
INCITING ARMY TO MUTINY. 

Was there ever a more dangerous doctrine 
preached inside or outside that House in the 
last ten years’? asked Mr. Lemass. (‘' Hear, 
hear,’’ from the Labour benches.) If not 
from the Government, from whom was the 
Aimy to take orders’ He hoped that the 
Minister would take steps to see that the 
man’ whe wrote the article would be brought 
ato court and charged with incitement to 
mutiny, even if he was a colleague on the 
front bench. 

Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly)—He is 
a Minister, all right. 

Mr. LEMASS, continuing, said that such 
crimes as the shooting of jurymen were 
denounced by members of his party long 
before Cumann na nGaedheal thought fit to 
make political capital out of them. Was it 
not an extraordinary thing that nobody was 
brought to justice for them? No important 
crime that had been committed since 1927 
had figured in the records of any lice 
court. Had a single man been brought to 
justice for any of the sensational crimes, 
such as the shooting of jurymen, witnesses 
and the late Minister for Justice? Did thé 
Minister for Defence think that Fianna Fail 
were to be criticised for that? 

When the Minister looked at the adminis- 
tration of his Department he could find out 
what was wrong with it. He would find in 
that Department the explanation why these 
crimes were possible. ‘hen they saw the 
Minister for Justice deliberately urging 
those under his control to break the Jaw; 
when they saw members of the police force 
charged with: assault and fined, they could 
not have in the police force or the country 
that, respect for law and order which the 
Minister seemed so anxious to promote, 

Fianna Fail were not going to take any 
lectures from the Minister or his colleagues 


ion the question of the preservation of law 


and order or on the necessity of denouncing 
murder. They had always done so, and they 
had done so when ‘the Minister and his 
colleagues were silent. They still did so. 


WHY LABOUR PARTY IS SMALL. 

Continuing, he said that Deputy O'Connell 
was very much concerned witu Fianna Fail’s 
attitude to the House. Bo long as the Labour 
Party could not be accused of being even 
pale pink in polities, they seemed to think 
that they had fulfilled all their functions to 
the Irish people. That was’ why they were 
the smallest party in the House, with the 
exception of the National League, Deputy 
O'Connell had said that. Deputy de Valera 
would regard any Government élected by 
that House as having no legal or moral claim 
to Government. Deputy de Valera never 
suid anything inside or outside the House 
which allowed that implication to be drawn. 
They regarded that House as an assembly to 
which the vast majority of the elected repre- 
sentatives of the people of the twenty-six 
counties came, and they were prepared to 
recognise the legislative powers of that 
assembly ; but they also recognised that, even 
in that respect, its claim was faulty, because 
there was in existence a political test which 
debarred one section from being represented 
there. They were prepared to accept it for 
what it was—an assembly of elected repre- 
sentatives of the Trish people. 

In 1927 Deputy de Valera had made it 
clear that the sinister design of bringing 
about a revolutionary upheaval with which 
their opponents. credited them was.altogether 
foreign to their purpose, and that they would 
proceed as a responsible cotistitutional 
Government, acknowledgirig without reserve 
that all authority came throneh the 
the sovereign people; and that hefore any 
step likely to involve their safety was taken 
the people were entitled to he taken into the 
fullest consultation. That made Fianna 
Fáil's position quite clear, They stéod for

AGRICULTURE MINISTER'S 


CAUSTIC SPEECH. 


HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, 
said that he sympathised with Deputy 
Lemass, who had an impossible task in 
trying to. explain away the ineonsistencies 
of Deputy de Valera. As to opposing Deputy 
de Valera, it was at this tage like flogging 
a dead horse, but, as the Minister for De- 
fence had pointed out, they were electing, 
not a person, but a policy. They wanted to 
know what was that policy. In most parties 
they had a leader and a policy, but in 
Fianna Fail they had three leaders. 

Mr. LEMASS—There is only one. 

Mr. HOGAN—You are.making a mistake. 
You are not the leader. (Laughter.) 

Mr. LEMASS—That mistake seems to be 

made more often by others than myself, 
Mr. HOGAN—The only fault is the old 
trouble; you have three leaders--one in 
America standing for war; Deputy Lemass 
at home standing, oe SONG: for peace, 
and one consistent, sterling patriot, Deputy 
Sean T. O'Kelly, who stands for patriotism 
and nothing else, And the three speak in 
diferent voices. 

It (he continued) circumstances were 
different, the 7é’es would be reversed. They 
might easily have Mr. de Balera here talking 
peace; they might easily have Deputy 
Lemass in America talking war, and they 
might have Deputy Sean T. O’Kelly all the 
time between the two talking patriotism. 
Deputy Lemass was concerned that they were 
raking up the Treaty issues and debating the 
issues arising in 1922, °23 and ‘24. ‘‘ We 
are not,’ declared Mr. Hogan; ‘‘we are 
debating more recent issues.” 

He could well understand that the party 
opposite would be anxious to hide the events 
of 1922-23, ‘* because,”’ he added, “ they are 
the most disgraceful chapter in the history 
of this country.” 

‘* THIMBLE-RIGGING,”’ 

What was the policy they were called upon 
to approve of?

The proposal to elect 
Mr. de Valera was being put forward in an 
atmosphere of thimble-rigging, and no man 
in this country knew where Fianna Fail 
stcod. Deputy O’Connell had tried to get it, 
and he got an answer from Deputy Lemass ; 
but was there any deputy wiser than befere 
Mr. Lemass answered? They were all just 
where they had been—no further. Deputies 
opposite must recognise that they must be 
judged, not. by what they said they meant, 
but by what they actually said. 

Proceeding, Mr. Hogan said that Deputy 
Lemass was in the position, pro tem., of a 
Constitutional Republican. These two words 
simply meant that the Fianna Fail Party 
would take a Republic when England was 
prepared to give it. Similarly they would, 
according to Deputy Lemass, pay the land 
annuities when England got a decree for 
them, and which decree England would readily

get. 

Did all that mean, asked the Minister, that 
Fianna Fail was going to send their col- 
league, Deputy O’ Dowd, into political Siberia’? 
—for that Deputy had said that he would 
withdraw from public life if another cheque 
for land annuities were sent to England. 

NOT ANTI-BRITISH. 

Dealing with the economic policy outlined 
by Deputy Lemass, the Minister commented 
on the declaration that Fianna Fail was not 
anti-British in this matter. ‘In that,” said 
the Minister, “ he is the same with myself. 
(Laughter.) Here I am without a national 
record.’ (Laughter.) 

Mr. LEMASS—You were not even a Home 
Ruler. 

Mr. HOGAN—Not even a Home Ruler. 
My only claim to glory is that IT was with 
the Deputy in internment for nine months 
and had three meals a day. 

S-. FAHY (F.F.)—What about Easter 
week ? 

Mr. HOGAN—Sure, we were all out ip 
Easter week. (Laughter.) 

Mr. FAHY—lIn the Post Office. 

Mr. HOGAN—Surely, the Deputy does not 
contend that Deputy Lemass was out in 
Easter week. I was im the Post Office, 
(Laughter.) 

The Minister, proceeding, said that in 
economic matters Deputy Lemass was not 
anti-British. 

MR. LEMASS’S DARING. 

Mr. LEMASS—On a point of order, is not 
the motion to elect a President? 

Mr. HOGAN—‘“‘I want to know whose 
policy we are electing. I am not interested 
in Deputy de Valera one bit.” He went on 
to declare that Deputy Lemass had announced 
himself in an article in an English daily 
paper in favour of Empire free trade, while 
his leader was—as usual—two thousand miles 
away from the scene of battle. (Laughter), 
In that policy Deputy Lemass showed himself 
in favour of the methods pursued by the 
Government successfully for the last six 
years. In another statement made by Deputy 
Lemass in his article the deputy had said 
that there was a workable compromise to en- 
able both countries to get the best out of the 
situation. He (Mr. Hogan) advised the 
deputy to remember that the only man wh» 
could do these things was Mr. de Valera, for 
others who had tried to avail of it were let 
down by the same Mr. de Valera, and they 
all knew what had happened. 

MR. DE VALERA’S AMERICAN 
* MUSH.” 

Mr. HOGAN then proceeded to deal with 
statements made by Mr, de Valera, as 
published in the American Press, in which 
Mr. de Valera spoke about “ another round 
with England,” “another Battle of Clontarf,’ 
and “a show down with England.” He (Mr. 
Hogan) did not want another battle, and 
neither did the people, and if there was not 
to be another battle, what, asked Mr. 
Hogan, was all the ‘‘mush’’ about? 
It was also reported that Mr. de Valera had 
stated that if returned to power he would 
overthrow the Constitution and abolish the 
oath that was keeping Sinn Fein out 

Mr. AIKEN (F.F., Louth)--That is a lie. 

The SPEAKER called Mr. Aiken to order. 

Mr. AIKEN—If the Minister will be 
truthful I will be nice. 

Mr, HOGAN-—-I don’t tlame Deputy Aiken. 
He suffers from a lack of intelligence. 

Continuing, the Minister said that the Dail 
was now asked to elect Mr. de Valera, but 
he maintained that the country was not pre- 
pared to take any risk, and the only explana- 
tion of the several voices of Fianna Fail was 
that the party had no policy. Whatever 
good nationalism there was in the country 
was represented by the Cumann na nGaedheal 


Party. 
SLAVES OF THE GUNMEN. —. 

Deputy de Valera had stated that authority 
rested in people outside that House. Those 
werd the people who shot jurymen and 
witnesses, and went on with a series of 
illegalities until checked by the Minister for 
Justice. Those were the people who, if Mr. 
de Valera were elected, would be the rulers 
of the. State. 

It was an insult to the Dail to ask it to 
accept that position, and the fact was that 
the Fianna Fail Party had to realise at last 
that the people were in favour of the Treaty. 
The ple of the country were in favour of 
the Treaty, and the party who were not in 
favour of it must bend the knee to the will 
of the people. 

Mr. COONEY (F.F., Dublin, N.)—Why 
did not you bend the knee to the will of this 
House last Thursday? 

Mr. HOGAN said that the attitude of 
the Government, in season and out of season, 
was that the Government elected there by 
the Dail was the supreme authority, and that 
the Army had no right to take sides with 
or against any Government. The Dail had 
the right to accept the bill the other night 
or to reject it, Whatever else might happen 
the party opposite had no claim to govern- 
mont. They had already dono immense 
damage to the. country by civil war, but the 
moral damage that had been done by their 

ropaganda and their deliberate lying had 

een far greater than that,. and would take 
a longer time to remedy. 
THE NEW NATIONALISM. 

He accused that party with having taken 
the heart out of the country, and said that 
they had identified nationalism with disorder 
and. decay and inefficiency, For years. 
Government Party had set their faces sia 


that campaign, and they had teu the 
foggy AEB wars lie : and 


progress 
order and the real greatness of the country 
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should come írom the people themselves by 
their courage and sense of honour. If they 
got a majority there that day they would 
do what they always did--they “would 
govern. They would see that there the law 
would be equally and fairly administered. 

They stood where they stood for tue last 
eight or nine years. Everybody knew what 
they had done in the past, and what their 
policy for the future was. They proposed 
to continue that policy, to give fair play to 
everybody, and to carry on economic admuint- 
stration, The country could become great 
only by the courage and genuine nationalism 
of its individual citizens. (Applause.) 

“A FARCE AND AN INSULT.” 

Captain REDMOND (N.L., Waterford) 
said that in listening to the proposer of Mr. 
de Valera he really wondered whether the 
proposal was put forward in any seriousness 
whatever. Mr. O'Kelly knew that the 

reat majority of the deputies in that 

ouse were elected in favour of the 
Treaty, and of the observance of the 
country’s contractua] obligations under the 
Treaty. He ought to know that such a pro- 
position at this time of day was bound to te 
defeated. Did Mr. O’Kelly and his party 
think that as long as they pursued the line 
of hostility to the Treaty they could get a 
vote of confidence either in that House or in 
the country? He thought that it was trifling 
with the House, and an insult to the House, 
to propese that Mr. de Valera should be 
elected President of the Irish Free State. It 
was an absurd proposition to try to place 
Mr, de Valera in the position of President 
of the Free State—the man who by his words 
and actions had done everything possible to 
prevent the functioning of the Free Siate 
Government. 

lí by any chance the Fianna Fail Party 
were elected the Government of the country, 
would they come there and declare a 
republic, or would they not? Let them 
answer that question. The Fianna Fáil Party 
had declared themselves constitutional 
Republicans. What did they mean by that? 
Were they thinking of converting by their 
propaganda the people of Great Britain—one 
of the parties to the Treaty—to their doctrine 
of a Republic for Ireland? 

LAST WORDS FOR FIANNA FAIL. 

Mr. O’KELLY, concluding the debate, said 
that the aim of his party was the attamnment 
of an Irish Republic, and that was made 
clear from every political platform during the 
elections, and they sincerely hoped to realise 
that ideal without shedding any blood, either 
Irish or English. ‘ 

Captain REDMOND—Answer my question. 

Mr. O’KELIJ.Y said that if Captain Red- 
mond or anyone else waited for an Irish 
Republic until England became Republican, 
it would need a long stretch of gas “ca 
They hoped to gain an Irish Republic with- 
out shedding any blood, and also to caged 
the English people, as well as to the Irish 
people, that the interests of both peoples 
would be to have this country peaceful and 
contented. That could only be achieved by 
allowing the fullest freedom and expression of 
opinion, a thing which had not been allowed 
by their powerful neighbour up to the pre- 
sent. 

His party had come into the House for the 
purpose of using the machinery available 
there to advance the realisation of the Re- 
publican ideal. They might prove to be 
wrong, but they would give it a trial, and 
they intended to work for a Republic to the 
best of their ability. 

EASTER WEEK AGAIN. 

They waived no jot of their adherence to 
the Republican ideal, and they were not 
ashamed to say that, unlike the Minister for 
Agriculture, they had made some sacrifice. 
The Minister was fond of jeering and jiving 
at those who died for Ireland : 

Mr. HOGAN—When did I jeer and jibe at 
the people who died for Ireland’ 

Mr. O’KELLY—He jeered and jibed at the 
dead whose sacrifices brought this Honse into 
existence, and at those who had not got as 
much out of it as he has got. i 

Mr. HOGAN—When and where did I jeer 
and jibe? ae 

Mr. O’KELLY—We know what he did in 
Easter Week. 

Mr. HOGAN—My reference was not to the 
people who died for Ireland, but to the 
spurious patriotism of which the opposite 
benches are full. 

Mr, O’KELLY—You ran like a skunk. 

Mr. HOGAN—A skunk does not run. 

Mr. O’KELLY—We chased you before, 
and if necessary we will do it again. We 
were all in the Post Office. Your President 
was there, and all credit to him for it, 
and the Minister for Defence was there, all 
credit to him for it. I wonder where was 
Hogan. We did not accept the Treaty in 
1921 and 1922 as satisfying Ireland's national 
aspirations, and we do not accept it now. 

: PUZZLED. 

He could not understand Deputy Redmond 
saying that to make Deputy de Valera Presi- 
dent of the Executive Council would be an 
insult to the House. In the British Pavr- 
liament—the Mother of  Parliaments— 
minority parties were elected as the Govern- 
ment, and why should Deputy Redmond 
cal] it an insult if Deputy de Valera, the 
leader of the second ke IÁ party in the 
House, were elected President. Deputy 
Redmond voted for the “no confidence ”’ 
vote in the Government, and he (Mr. 
O'Kelly) would like to know if the fact 
that he was now a i as State prosecu- 
tor at Green street had c ed his mind. 

It was clear what Fianna Fail was out for, 
and what they proposed to do if the House 
passed this motion.

Of these 147 voted, 
and the united forces of Cumann na 
nGaedheal, Labour, -Independents and 
Farmers dashed Mr, de Valera’s hopes of 
power by a majority of 39 votes. Then 
Mr, O'Connell, as leader of the Labour 
Party, proposed “for the vacant 
presidency, and was defeated by 78 
votes against 13. In this division Fianna 
Fdil abstained, and the rest of the House 
voted solidly against Labour. Afterwards

In the 
course of his evidence Mr. Reeves- 
Smith said that English waiters were not 
nearly so good as those on the Continent. 
The latter, who served an apprenticeship 
of five years, were taught to behave as 
hosts greeting their own guests. Lord 
Amulree said that, in his experience, 
British hotels to-day were worse than they 
were forty, or even fifty, years ago, and 
were considerably dearer than hotels in 
foreign countries. What would Lord 
Amulree say of Irish hotels? One of the 
chief obstacles in the way of a flourishing 
tourist traffic in this island is the lack 
of good hotels. Palatial establishments of 
the Grand Babylon type are ‘not needed, 
but there is vast room for improvement 
in the existing houses. What could be 
more depressing than the ‘‘ commerciai 
room ” of a courftry hotcl in Ireland? 
What could be less inviting than the menu 
of eternal steaks and chops, badly cooked, 
and served without the slightest attempt 
at daintiness, or even efficiency? The 
smallest town or village on the Continent 
has a hotel which, at least, 
attractive to the eye.

Council in regard to a proposal to increase 
the salaries of its officials. Recommenda- 
tions were made to the Council involving 
an increased expenditure of some £6,000 
per annum in higher ; but the 
Council, by a majority, refused to allow 
the proposed increases to apply to any 
Official with a of more than £500 
a year, and limited the increases below 
that line to £50. This decision 
has reduced the cost of increased salaries 
from £6,000 to £3,000, and has caused 
much discussion in Beifast. During thie 
last few years the City Council has been 
exceedingly unpopular. Nobody objects 
to its desire to save the ratepayers’ 
money, but Corporation officials, like 
other mortals, must live, and, like 
the rest of mankind also, they hardly 
can be expected to work for ever 
without hope of financial increment. 
The refusal to grant any imecrease 
in salary to men with incomes of £500 
per annum seems to be unfair. They need 
more money just much, or just 
little, as their colleagues on a lower scale 
of salaries, and the principle that £500 
must be the xe plus ultra of official hopes 
is not calculated to attract the right type 
of man to the city’s service. On general 
grounds, however, the citizens of Belfast 
have cause to rejoice in the Corporation s 
obvious desire to please them.

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HATRY AT THE 
COURTS. 
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WITNESS IN SALARY CLAIM. 

Clarence Charles Hatry, Edmund Daniels, 
and Albert Edward labor were witnesses m 
an action heard in the Law Courts, London, 
yesterday. They were taken te the Strand 
entrance in a prison van, and waited in a 
room near the Court until their evidence was 
required. 

The action, which came before Mr. Justice

was for salary due at the end of September, 
1929. 

Mr. Penney was employed first under an 
agreement appointing him managing director, 
whole time, at £5,000 a vear, and later under 
another minute as a part-time employe at 
£2,500. One of the defences was the Statute 
of Frauds and another defence was that, 
by not doing any appreciable amount ol 
work under the agreement, Mr. Penney 
impliedly repudiated it.

The reply from Tokio to the Anglo- 
American proposals concerning ratios in 
Lose? Loutage Was presented to the 
British and American delegations when 
they met the Japanese delevation at St. 
James’s Palace yesterday. The Japanese 
oficial spokesman said that the “ instrue- 
tions,”’ as the reply is termed, from the 
Tokio Government’ enabled ‘negotiations 
between the delegations to be continued. ' 

He added that the reply indicated no 
final agreement. 

He also stated that no agreement upon 
the ratios was reached by the three dele- 
gations in London, but that they all 
agreed to submit them to Tokio. Thus 
negctiations between the three Powers are 
in an intermediate stage and will be con- 
tinued. 

The heads of the delegations yesterday 
decided to postpone the plenary meeting 
arranged for Friday next. 
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JAPAN'S ATTITUDE. 
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OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 

The following official communiqué was 
issued from the Secretarv-General : 

‘The heads of delegations met at 
James’s Palace this. afternoon at four 
o'clock. Mr. Wakatsuki announced that 
the Japanese delegation had now received 
the reply of the Japanese Government on 
the compromise proposals nevotiated be. 
tween the American, United Kingdom and 
Japanese delegations. 

‘“ The-reply states that the Government. 
desirous of co-operating to the full in pro- 
moting the Conference’s success. recom- 
mend the acceptance of the proposals, 
with certain reservations, which still have 
to be discussed in detail. 

“The Chairman stated that the head of 
the American delegation and himself had 
already had an opportunity of expressing 
their deep appreciation of the spirit and 
substance of this reply. 

‘“ A comprehensive report of the Secre- 
tary-General on various questions of 
method and detail still outstanding was 
examined. 

““H was agreed that the plenary session, 
Which had been fixed for Friday, should 
be postponed owing to the circumstance 
that the progress of certain conversations, 
which it is undesirable to interrupt at 
this stave, might be affected by a public 
statement concerning them.” 


THE PLENARY MEETING. 

The date of the postponed plenary meet- 
ing will be determined entirely by the 
progress of the Anglo-French conversa- 
tions concerning the formula to obtain 
French security. 

The postponement does not mean that 
the conversations are going badly; on the 
contrary, they. are going satisfactorily ; 
but it is felt that it would be futile to 
hold a plenary meeting at which it would 
be impossible to discuss with any finality 
the political issue, which is the crux of 
the whole Conference, 


fESTERDAY’S MEETINGS. 

Three important meetings were 
vesterday. The first was a 
between M. Briand and Mr. Henderson 
concerning the political aspect. This con- 
versation will be continued to-day. 

The second was a meeting of the British. 
Japanese and United States delegations, 
when the reply was presented by Mr. 
Wakatsuki to the Anglo-American pro. 
posals, sent some time ago to Tokio. 

Mr. Wakatsuki went over the proposals 
in de.-il, and then communicated the 
sense of the telegram he had received from 
Tokio. The contents of the telegram were 
received with great satisfaction.

SEVEN NEW AEROPLANES. 

It is stated authoritatively that the 
seven new aeroplanes purchased for the 
Irish Free State Army Air Corps have 
now been delivered by the makers, and six 
of them are on their way to Dublin. They 
were purchased before the end of the 
financial year. 

A short time ago Commandant G. 
Carroll, the Officer Commanding the Air 
Corps, went to England with some other 
ofhcers to test the machines before taking 
them over. These tests, it is said, have 
proved satisfactory. 

One of the machines, an Avro two- 
seater training aeroplane, arrived at Bal- 
donnel Acrodrome last Suuday week. 

The other six are now flying to Ireland 
by stages. Three of them are Avros and 
three are Vickers Vespas. 

The Avro type are two-seater training 
machines, fitted with 130 horse-power 
Armstrong-Siddeley engines, capable of a 
speed of 110 miles an hour. The laryer 
machines are fitted with 460 horse-powe1

What is fundamental, and admits ol 
no doubt, is that the whole power of the 
Government and of the Communist Party 
organisation, of which the official Goset ts 
only one of the organs, is being used 
systematically and ruthlessly for the extir- 
pation of relizion. All corporate life of the 
Churches is suppressed, all common religious 
teaching of children and young people is for- 
hidden, the machinery of the State schools 
and universities. is perverted to the inculca- 
lion of a rabid -and fanatical atheism, 
Ministers of religion, not only of the Christian 
religion, but Jews and Mohammedans as well, 
are disfranchised, with all the penalties that 
disfranchisement entails in Russia, and are 
exvosed to exile and imprisonment without 
trial whenever the local authorities can find, 
or invent, a plausible pretext. Almost the 
only religious freedom, that: survives is that 
believers are allowed to conduct Services in 
the places of worship that still remain to 
them—and almost every day the Russian 
Press announces the seizure of churches, 
synagogues and mosques, and their conver 


+ sion to other uses. 


DIFFICULTIES RECOGNISED. 


The Primate, who was scrupulous to avoid 
anything that might even savour of political 
controversy, recognised the difficulties of our 
own Government in the matter, and admitted 
that it was for the Government itself to de- 
cide at what time and in what way and within 
what limits representations might be made. 
He himself made a direct appeal to the Soviet 
Government, making ceriain concrete sugges 
tions which might be adopted without any 
departure from its political end economic 
policy, and which, it adopted, would be a 
welcome sign of a change of spirit. In spite 
of their creed of vente ide revolution, the 
Communist leaders showed, he said, "some 
desire to be on friendly terms with other 
countries, and they could not have it both 
ways. 

Lord Parmoor, who replied on behalf of 
the Government, did not attempt to deny 
the essential accuracy of Dr. Lang's descrip- 
tion of the situation, but he held out little 
hope that any improvement could be secured 
by diplomatic representations, and he was 
insistent on the Government's determination 
not to break off relations with Russia. But 
the helplessness of the Leader of the House. 
and the crios perverted view put forward 
by Lord Ponsonby served only to throw the 
Archbishop’s case into stronger relief. The 
effect both of his inquiry and of his powerful 
statement of its results must be to dissipate 
the last lingering doubt that may have existed 
anywhere of the reality of the persecution 
that the Soviet Government is conducting 
against every form of religion. Jt is a per- 
secution so widespread, so systematic, and so 
ruthless that many have refused to helieve 
in it.. Now that such scepticism is no longer 
possible, public opinion will be clear and 
united in its detestation. And if the Soviet 
Government really desires satisfactory rela- 
tions with this. country it, will have to pay

There are diplo- 
matic difficulties in the wav. Í thmk | 
shall be able to prove that in Russia there 
is still deliberate. per- 
sistent oppression of religious feelime. 
The aim of the Communist organtsation 
which controlled the policy of the Russian 
Soviet Government, he added. was to 
create a new world upon the ruins of the 
old.

Then an agreement arrived 
at with the British Government in 1923 was 
broken by that Government, which refused 
to pay further benefits. 
/ There were about fourteen thousand Trish 
igratory labourers, more than one-third of 
“hom came from the County Mayo, and these 
— Sextes, Coniributed about £17,700 a year 
tii stamps while they worked in Engiand and 
Scotland. The British Government, finding 
that under the agreement of 1923 they would 
be paying more than the home Government, 
broke the agreement. The home Government 
had always shown good faith in its trans- 
actions with the British, which now acted 
deliberately in refusing to meet its obligations, 
This was a matter which should be con- 
sidered by a joint committee of both Houses, 
iat he had little hope of a reciprocal arrange- 
ment between the two Governments. The 
labourers concerned were the backbone of the 
country and the soul of the Gaeltacht. 
Mr. COMYN seconded the motion, He 
said that the migratory labourers paid on two 
cards—one in respect of national health in- 


surance and the other in respect of unemploy- - 


ment insurance. The contribution of the in- 
aividual was one shilling and one penny per 
week. If the matter were taken up in this 
way he had not the smallest doubt that 
justice would be done as between this country 
and the societies on the other side. 

NO GROUND FOR INQUIRY, 


Mr. FARREN said that the Labour Party” 


had been working at this matter since 1925. 
He thought that the motion should be 
umended to include ‘‘ workers.”’ It would 
then cover both skilled workers and agricul- 
tural labourers. 

Mr. MILROY said, in opposing the motion, 
that Senator MacElin did not seem to realise 
that in this matter of unemployment insur- 
ance there was no common pool between the 
twe.countries. There were two distinct funds. 
He held that there was no ground for an 
investigation. The ascertained facts were all 
there as to the degree of hardships to which 
these people were subject.

He thought that all was 
being done that could be done to bring about 
a satisfactory solution of this question. 

Mr. MacLOUGHLIN said that this motion 
did not affect ninety-seven per cent. of the 
Irish migratory labour, only three per cent. 
of whom paid unemployment contributions. 
He thought that the motion had been drawn 
up under an entire misapprehension of the 
situation.

The aloofness of the clergy from everyday 
afiairs, their gradual disappearance, ni the 
attitude of young people to-day towards 
religion were discussed by Mr. C. E. M, 
Joad in an address at the annual Congress 
of the National Union of Students at Cam- 
bridge yesterday on ‘The Present and 
Prospects of Religion.” There were, he said, 
nearly five thousand fewer clergymen in the 
Church of England in 1928 than in 1921, 
and, if the present rate of decrease was 
maintained, they would be an extinct species 
in England and Wales in thirty years. 
‘*Clergymen fiddle while the Church burns,” 
he said: ‘' Churchmen ate absorbed im con- 
troversies over technical matters of no in- 
terest to the layman. Times admittedly are 
difficult, but when the perplexed citizens of a 
distracted world seek guidance they are 
regaled with controversies over reservation 
and so os aumbries.””

There were scenes oí some heat in the 
Northern House of Commons Tae; 
when the Parliamentary and Local Govern- 
‘ment Election Bill, the object of which is 
to put down personation at Parliamentary 
and local government elections, came up for 
third reading. 

Mr. William Grant (Unionist) expressed 
the view that all hon. members of the House 
were seriously desirous of doing away with 
personation, but on examining some of the 
speeches of members of the Opposition he 
thought that some of them did not desire 
to do away with personation, ae 

Mr. Collins (Nat.) moved the rejection of 
the bill, as he considered that a bill should 
have been brought in that would really stop 
personation. e did not think that the 
present bill would do so. 

Mr. Cahir Healy (Nat.) seconded the re- 
jection of the bill, 

I am glad to say that the personation evil 
is not general, he said, but seems to 
confined to the City of Belfast, where you 
have many churches and send many missions 
to the heathen, but these heathens know 
nothing of personation. (Laughter. ) 


A SCENE. 

Mr. Nixon (Ind. Unionist) took exception 
to certain remarks made by Mr. Grant. He 
said that while he had respect for a man 
who had his own views and opinions, he 
had no respect for a lap-dog. 

Mr. Grant (Unionist) interjected a remark, 
and Mr. Nixon retorted: ‘‘I hope I am 
hitting you, because, if I am, I will with- 
draw the word ‘ dog’ and substitute ‘ pup. 
Further, I would like the House to under- 
stand that I neyer shot myself to get out 
of the way.”’ 

Ther’ were cries of “Oh,” and ‘* With- 
draw ” from the Government benches, and 
Sir Dawson Bates, Minister of Home Affairs, 
asked if it was in order for a member to 
make such a suggestion. 

Mr. Grant said that the member who made 
the remark would be a coward if he did not 
mention the member’s name, ‘‘ Then,’’ he 
added, ‘‘ I will tell the House something.” 

Mr. Nixon—If the cap fits you. wear it. 

The Speaker said that it would be far wiser 
to avoid mentioning member’s names during 
the debate. 

. Mr. Stewart (Nat.) supported the rejec- 
tion of the bill. 


THE PRIME MINISTER. 

Lord Craigavon (Prime Minister) main- 
tained that it was a sincere attempt by the 
Government to put down a practice which 
every decent citizen in Northern Ireland 
deprecated. The bill was founded on a 
report of a committee which investigated the 
matter and heard evidence. 

The Opposition, he added, were very quick 
in twitting the Government for not putting 
into effect the reports of commissions and 
committees, and now when they did so they 
were accused of not being honest. 

Mr. Stewart said that at a Tyrone- 
Fermanagh election ten ‘bus-loads of per- 
sonators arrived from the official Unionist 
headquarters in Belfast. 

Mr. Rowley Elliott (U.) denied this, and 
Mr, Stewart, proceeding, said: “I was told 
by a Unionist agent that you received no 
fewer than 60 votes as a result of persona- 
tion. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Elliott said that if he could get the 
name of the officer who made that statement 
he would give him an opportunity of defend- 
ing himself, The Catholic priests interested 
themselves in the contest, and shepherded 
the Nationalists to the poll. 

Mr. McCarroll (Nat.) said that this was 
not so. On the contrary, the priests advised 
their people not to take any part. He had 
the experience of being personated himself. 


MORE HEAT. 

Mr. Grant (Unionist) said that he desired 
to reply to the member for Woodvale (Mr. 
Nixon), who, when asked to name the 
member that he referred to, said: ‘‘ Wear the 
cap if it fits you.” Any child in the street 
could make that reply, but it was not a 
manly or honourable. one, As he (Mr, Grant) 
was the only member of the House shot 
during the trouble he would like to, reply 
to the charge. Going back to 1921 he would 
remind the member for Woodvale of an 
afternoon when he called to his (Mr. Grant's) 
house and said: “ You are in great danger 
of losing your life, and it is absolutely neces- 
sary that you should have protection.”’ 

Mr. Nixon—I never said anything of the 
kind. 1 never would take the member into 
my confidence to that extent, 

Mr, Grant—This actually happened. 

Mr. Nixon—I deny it. 

The Speaker intervened, but Mr. Grant 
repeated the statement, and said that the 
member for Woodvale appointed two men 
to look after him during that time. That 
showed that the cap did not fit him. 

“I challenge anyone,’ he declared, ‘‘ to 
say I am a coward, During that time I 
had no salary or pension, but 1 did one 
man’s job in the City of Belfast, and I was 
thanked by responsible officers of the Crown 
for what I did. It is contemptible for any 
member to make the statement that 
he did, and I challenge him to prove it. If 
he does not he is neither a dog nor a pup, 
but a coward,”’ 

This statement was greeted with cheers by 
the Unionist members, and when Mr.. Nixon 
rose to speak he was met with cries of 
“No,” “ No, from the same side of the 
House, 

Mr. Hanna, Parliamentary Secretary, 
spoke in favour of the bill, and when he had 
concluded, Mr. Nixon rose again and 
reiterated his statement, adding that he was 
never in Mr. Grant s house, although he got 
as far as the hall once, and was told that 
Mr, Grant was not in.

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COAL MINES BILL. 


QUESTION OF DISTRICT 
LEVIES, 
————— 


From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

When the debate on the Coal Mines Bill 
was resumed on report in the House of Com- 
mons to-day, Colonei Lane. Fox moved to 
emit the sub-section of Clause 3 which gives 
power to a Distriet Executive Board, subject 
to the consent of the Central Council, to 
collect levies ua coal intended for home 
consumption. he object of the levy, he 
said, was to facilitate the sale of coal at 
the cheaper rate for export purposes, and 
for the special purposes of particular indus- 
tries. Since the House had struck out the 
original proposal for a central levy, he did 
not see why the Government should cling to 
the district levy with so much determination. 
It was one of ‘the objectionable provisions 
in the bill for raising the price against the 
home consumer. 

Sir P. Cunliffe-Lister also characterised the 
proposition as unsound, inasmuch as it would 
compel owners to pay a levy simply in order 
to give an advantage to their competitors. 

Mr. W. Graham, in reply, sai that he 
regretted the disappearance of the national 
levy, and he had already made it clear that 
this step would raise considerable difficulties 
in the exporting districts; but he saw no 
reason why the district levy should not be 
retained, It had never been intended to 
export coal at less than the European or 
world price. The central consideration was 
that if we could not export coal at that 
price we should not get the trade, For 
weighty reasons he was unable to accept 
the amendment. It would cause grave 
anomalies in the working of the scheme. 

The amendment was rejected by 252 votes 


to 147. 
PRICE OF EXPORT COAL. 

Mr Womersley moved an amendment to 
provide that no moneys raised by the 
district levy should be applied to facilitate 
the sale of coal for export at a less price 
than was charged for such class of coal for 
bunkering ships. 

Sir Robert Chadwick, in supporting the 
amendment, said that British shipping 
suffered more from foreign competition than 
any other industry. 

Mr. Graham said that he had already 
stated his reasons against. an amendment of 
this kind. Uniess British coal was sold at 
European prices they could not expect to get 
the European trade. 

On a division, the amendment was rejected 
by 271 votes to 165. 3

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The thirtieth ordinary general meeting ¢f 
the Marconi International Marine Communt- 
cation Company, Ltd., was held vesterday 
at the. lucorporated Accountants’ Hall, 
Victoria Embankment, London, W.C, 

The Right Hon. ¥. G. Kellaway, P.C., 
J.P. (chairman and managing director), W ho 
presided, said that the issued capital of the 
company remained dt the same figure as 10 
each year ‘since 1919. Each of the asso- 
ciated | companies was doing increasingly re- 
munperative busivess, and was likely to cou- 
tinue to do so. The balance of the profit and 
loss account was £203,111, the highest figure 
ever earned by the company. The measures 
which the Board adapted when he became 
managing director five years ago for the 1m- 
provement of the companys position were 
now beginning to show their full effect—a 
very heartening augury for the future. 

In 1923 the profit was £85,000, and in 1924 
£83,000. ‘The changes in the administration 
of the company were made at the end ol 
1924, and progress since then had been 
steady and satisfactory. In 1925 the profit 
was £118,000, in 1926 £126,000, m le 
£179,000, in 1928 £193,000, and in 1929 
£203,000. These encouraging results had not 
been secured by increasing charges. to the 
shipowners. On the contrary, taking the 
company’s contracts as a whole, there had 
Leen a decrease in their charges. len years 
ago they were marketing a direction-finder 
which was 90 per cent. efficient, and capable 
of waorking.on spark signals only, at a sale 
price of £300, or an annual rental of £85. 
To-day the direction-finders the company 
were supplying were capable of taking bear- 
ings from transmitters working not only op 
spark, but on interrupted continuous wave 
and continuous wave.signals. The instru- 
ment was entirely efficient and was being 
sold at £180, as against £3500, or rented at 
£45 per annum, as against £65 per annum. 
It was the company’s settled policy to con- 
tinue to give the shipowners every possible 
improvement which science and research 
could produce in their wireless equipment, 
with as substantial a reduction in charges as 
the circumstances justified. 

These results, eo satisfactory to the share- 
holders as they were to the companys 
chents, had been secured by the application 
of what he understood to be the essential 
principles of raticnalisation in industry. 
These were tbe elimination of senseless com- 
petition, the concentration of production 
into the smallest number of profitable umits, 
the ruthless scrapping of out-of-date 
machinery and equipment, and the removal 
of every form of waste or duplication 1D the 
management of the business. If only these 
simple and common-sense principles could be 
sna throughout the whole range ol 
British industry, he saw no reason why they 
should not be just as beneficial as they ‘had 
proved to be in the operations of the com 
pany, but there were many people talking 
about rationalisation who did not seem to 
havo a clear idea of what the expression 
meant. 


THE DIVIDEND. 

The net amount available for distribution 
as a final dividend was £178,663, from which 
the directors recommended there should be 
appropriated an amount sufficient to raise the 
general reserve account from £158,015 to 
£200,000. They then recommended the pay- 
ment of a final dividend for 1929 of 10 per 
cent., involving the distribution of £119,272. 
and leaving a carry-forward to the 1930 
account of £17,404. 

Passing to more general matters, the com- 
pany had a very active life tn 1929. ‘There 
was a fair increase in the.volume of business 
offering, and they had to face efficient. com- 
netition. Technically, also, the year was 
fall of interest. There was an increase duriug 
the vear in the number of launches from 
British vards of vessels of 1,600 tons and over 
~those which came under the compulsory 
wireless law. This increase was reflected in 
the present accounts. By the end ol 1925 
the company held maintenance and | 
contracts in respect of 2,758 British ships, a 
large proportion of which carried direction- 
finders and auto-alarm apparatus in addition 
to the’ main installations. The number ot 
sea-going operators on the compavys pay: 
roll at the same date was 3,136. An unusual 
volume of non-recurrent expenditure was 
necessary throughout’ 1929 to enable the com- 
pany. to maintain the technical lead in marine 
wireless apparatus which it had always held. 
The utility of the company’s short-wave 
wireless equipmegt was clearly demonstrated 
bv results :ach‘eted with sets of only 500 
watts. power, used by whalers in the 
Southern seas, which communicated nightly 
with Bergen, in Norway, and Portishead, in 
England, over a distance of more than 7,000 
miles. 

A year ago he had referred to the increase 
in the use of wireless on trawlers, where it 
was not a compulsory fitting. That increase 
had been well maintained during 1929, and 
had -already been oxceeded in the first three 
months of this year The trawler owner and 
the trawler skipper had at last realised that 
wireless was not only a safety device, but a 
remunerative tnvestment. This opened up a 
new class of business. 

SOUNDING DEVICES. 

During 1929 the company created a new 
department, carrying the title, ‘* Marine 
Electrical Equipmonts,’’ to deal with such 
matters as band repeaters, automatic tele- 
phones, broadcast reception on board ship, 
and sounding devices. There were a number 
of sounding devices, or depth finders,: ‘at 
present on offer to shipowners, but this com- 
pany believes that the principles of beam 
radiation could give the shipowner the most 
satisfactory and economical form of sounding 
device. 

The research into this matter had. been 
highly. successful, and a number of patents 
had been taken out. Instead of slowing 
down the ship, and resorting to the primi- 
tive method of casting a lead that might, or 
might not,. find bottom, and in the former 
case at. the: best give only an approximate 
measurement, this company’s sounding device 
enabled the ship to continue on her course 
while with. the pressure. of a button the 
navigating - officer could: read every fifteen 
seconds on a readily visible indicator the 
exact depth of water.in fathoms. This lire 
of development opened up entirely new fields. 
Every sbip, be she trawler or great liner, 
required a sounding device, or depth finder. 
Their design of depth finder, which was con 
tinuous, automatic and exact, was the best 
fitted of all to meet up-to-date needs in this 
particular field. 

At the conference on safety of life at seu, 
held in April, 1929; a recommendation was 
made, and adopted, to the effect that the 
contracting Governments should encourage 
the development of the use of depth sound- 
ing apparatus. The principles underlying 


| this, company's design of the device were 


capable ‘of other applications. During recent 
months there had been a number of jtems in 
the Press on the subject of marive wireless 
telephony.
